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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Parsons et al. (US Pat# 5,005,197) in view of Horton et al. (US Pat# 5,533,093) or Stern 
(US Pat# 6,625,448). 

Regarding claims 1 and 11, Parsons teaches a method and apparatus as for 
testing a telephone line interface card in (see figs. 1-2, col. 6) wherein test data can be 
transmitted to a remote means for further analysis and then sent to a display means for 
further display. Furthermore, summary report can be printed in (see fig. 3). Parsons fails 
to teach the invention in context of a wireless test environment but Horton teaches an 
automated trouble-shooting test device wherein an interaction between a technician and 
a remote location can occur in (see col. 4-col. 5 line 35). 

Stern teaches a field technician with a field data acquisition unit which can 
communicate with a remote testing computer in (see disclosure). According to (see col. 
1 line 53-col. 2 line 12, col. 3 lines 35-42, col. 6-col. 7 line 12), a technician would be 
able to receive test results while in the filed and can interact with the testing system to 
perform any desired test using wireless means. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of either Horton or Stern into 

that of Parsons thus making it possible to be able to perform testing and analyze test 
results in a timely manner either in a wireless or wireline network. 

Regarding claims 2-9 and 12-19, the combination renders obvious the claimed 
subject matter. 

Regarding claims 10 and 20, the examiner takes official notice that it's well 
known to have means capable of performing testing, monitoring, provisioning and billing 
functionalities.
